An examiner's amendment corresponding to the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences decision dated August 16, 2010 appears below. 
The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 1 has been canceled. 
Claim 2 has been replaced by the following claim: 



Claim 2. A transmission belt comprising: 

a belt body which is molded from a stock rubber; 

chopped aramid fibers that are intermixed in said belt body and oriented in 
a predetermined direction of said belt body; and 

chopped polyester fibers that are intermixed in said belt body and oriented 
in said predetermined direction; 

wherein chopped polyester fibers are longer than said chopped aramid 
fibers; and 

wherein said chopped aramid fibers and said chopped polyester fibers are 
oriented in a width direction of said belt body. 



Claims 3-12 are canceled.

Claims 2 and 13-15 are allowed.
